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To  the  Members  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Missouri, 

In  accordance  with  RSMo  34.031,  the  Office  of  Administration  in  consultation  with  the  Department  of 
Natural  Resources  is  submittmg  the  Fiscal  Year  2004  (FY04)  Annual  Recycling  Report.  This  report  summarizes  the 
accomplishments  of  state  agencies  in  the  areas  of  recycling,  waste  reduction,  and  recycled  content  procurement  for 
the  period  of  July  1,  2003  through  June  30, 2004.  In  FY04,  state  government  realized  record  revenues  from  the 
collection  of  recyclable  materials. 

State  law  directs  state  agencies  to  implement  policies  for  recycling,  waste  reduction,  and  procurement  of 
recycled  content  products.  The  State  Recyclmg  Program,  administered  by  the  Office  of  Administration,  Division  of 
Purchasing  and  Materials  Management,  is  responsible  for  assisting  state  agencies  in  these  areas.  The  State  Recycling 
Coordinator  works  cooperatively  with  the  Missouri  Interagency  Recycling  Committee  (MIRC)  to  facilitate  recycling 
and  waste  reduction  by  state  employees. 

Environmentally  sound  policies  often  create  economic  as  well  as  environmental  savings.  State  government 
recycling  efforts  continue  to  reduce  the  amount  of  waste  generated  at  state  facilities  and  the  related  costs  of  waste 
disposal.  The  achievements  of  several  agencies  in  the  area  of  recycling  and  waste  reduction  are  summarized  on 
pages  14  and  15. 

We  appreciate  the  interest  and  support  of  the  General  Assembly  in  our  recycling  efforts.

What  is  the  Missouri  State  Recycling 
Program? 

The  Missouri  State  Recycling  Program  (MSRP)  was 
established  in  1989  when  legislation  added 
sections  34.031  and  34.032  to  Chapter  34  of  the  MO 
Revised  Statutes.  The  purpose  of  the  MSRP  is  to 
assist  State  of  Missouri  government  agencies  in: 

•  Facilitating  the  procurement  of  products  manu- 
factured with  recycled  materials. 

•  Coordinating  waste  reduction  strategies. 

•  Overseeing  the  collection  of  recyclables  by  es- 
tablishing recycling  services  contracts. 


What  is  the  Missouri  Interagency 
Recycling  Committee? 

The  Missouri  Interagency  Recycling  Commit- 
tee (MIRC)  was  estabHshed  in  1994.  It  was 
recognized  the  MSRP  needed  a  way  to 
communicate  procurement  and  recycling  poli- 
cies throughout  state  government.  MIRC  is  a 
vital  component  of  the  MSRP  and  meets  quar- 
terly to  discuss  issues  dealing  with  recycling 
collection,  waste  reduction,  recycling  market 
conditions  and  recycled  product  procurement.

Who  is  the  MSRP? 

The  state  recycling  coordinator  does  most  of  the 
planning  and  administration  of  recycling  and  waste 
reduction  activities.  However,  the  success  of  the 
MSRP  is  largely  dependent  upon  the  individual 
employees'  awareness  and  willingness  to  participate 
in  recycling  activities. 

By  communicating  recycling  policies  and  programs 
to  state  employees  the  Missouri  Interagency 
Recycling  Committee  serves  a  vitally  important 
purpose  and  increases  the  probability  that  state  recy- 
cling initiatives  will  be  successful.

FY04  Contracts 

In  FY04,  the  State  Recycling 
Program  managed  three  recy- 
cling services  contracts.  Areas 
covered  by  these  contracts  in- 
cluded Jefferson  City,  Kansas 
City,  and  Springfield.  Each 
contract  is  voluntary  and  offers 
state  agencies  an  opportunity  to 
recycle  office  paper  and  card- 
board at  no  cost.  One  goal  of 
the  State  Recycling  Program  for 
FY05  is  to  establish  a  recycling 
services  contract  for  the  St. 
Louis  area. 

Contracts  provide  the  Recycling 
Program  with  the  ability  to  bet- 
ter manage  and  measure  recy- 
cling activities  within  state  gov- 
ernment. Ongoing  oversight  of 
these  contracts  is  necessary  to 
insure  contract  requirements  are 
being  honored. 

To  the  right  are  several  charts 
illustrating  results  of  recycling 
contracts  for  Jefferson  City, 
Kansas  City,  and  Springfield.

Free,  Convenient  Recycling  of  Rechargeable 
Batteries 

Every  year  more  than  3  billion  batteries  are  used  and  then 
thrown  away  by  American  households  who  use  both 
single-use  and  rechargeable  dry  cell  batteries.  That  equals 
125,000  tons  of  batteries  discarded  every  year.  The 
amount  of  AA  batteries  thrown  away  each  year  in  the 
United  States  would  circle  the  Earth  six  times!  These 
batteries  would  fill  up  600  large  school  buses! 

In  March  2004  the  State  Recycling  Program  was 
established  as  the  central  point  of  contact  for  state 
agencies  wanting  to  recycle  rechargeable  batteries.  In 
addition,  agencies  may  also  recycle  lead-acid  batteries  (up 
to  2  lbs.) ;  however,  alkaline  batteries  are  not  accepted  as 
a  part  of  this  program.  Here  are  a  few  highlights  of  this 
service: 

•  No  Cost  to  the  State  to  Recycle  Rechargeable 
Batteries 

Postage  paid  boxes  are  provided  for  shipping  to 
the  recycling  plant. 

•  Centralized  Reporting 

The  MO  State  Recycling  Program  (MSRP)  receives 
state  wide  collection  data  for  all  agencies  registered 
through  the  MSRP.  This  eliminates  the  need  for 
employees  to  track  collection  statistics  for  reporting 
in  the  Annual  Recycling  Report. 

•  Decentralized  Distribution  of  Recycling  Supplies 

Recycling  supplies  are  automatically  shipped  based 
upon  when  full  boxes  of  rechargeable  batteries  are 
received  for  recycling. 

•  Reduce  Potential  for  Contamination  of  Our  Air 
and  Water  Supplies 

Batteries  contain  heavy  metals  such  as  mercury, 
cadmium,  and  lead  -  and  can  enter  our  air,  ground, 
and  surface  water  when  the  batteries  are  disposed  of 
in  land  fills  and  waste-to-energy  facilities. 

By  recycling  used  rechargeable  batteries  a  cleaner, 
safer  environment  is  insured  by  keeping  harmful 
battery  by-products  out  of  landfills  and  the  solid 
waste  stream. 

•  More  Convenient  to  Recycle  and  Comply  with  the 
Law 

In  Missouri  it  is  illegal  for  lead-acid  batteries  to 
be  disposed  of  in  a  landfill. 

•  "Closing  the  Loop"  or  Re-Using  Raw  Materials 

The  reclaimed  materials  can  be  used  in  new  products 
-  such  as  new  batteries  and  stainless  steel.

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Non  -  Contract  Reporting 

Hundreds  of  state  offices  across  Missouri  actively  recycle  various  materials  without  any  formal  contract  in  effect. 
Each  year  the  Recycling  Program  distributes  a  questionnaire  to  agencies  statewide  to  not  only  quantify  how  much  state 
government  is  recycling,  but  also  to  gather  information  for  planning  purposes.  The  following  three  charts  summarize 
collection  figures  as  reported  by  agencies  in  the  Annual  Recycling  Questionnaire.

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II.  FY04  Overview:  Recycling  Fund 


RECYCLING  FUND  SUMMARY 

Revenues  generated  from  state  recycling  efforts  fund  the  costs  of  the  State  Recycling  Program.  Revenues  vary  from 
year  to  year  primarily  due  to  market  fluctuations.  In  the  past  five  years,  mixed  office  paper  reimbursement  rates  have 
ranged  from  $0  per  ton  to  $195  per  ton. 

In  FY04,  the  State  Recycling  Program  made  significant  investments  in  the  recycling  infrastructure  for  several 
correctional  facilities.  Following  the  lead  of  the  Department  of  Corrections,  State  Recycling  Fund  monies  were  used 
to  purchase  balers  for  Fulton  Regional  Diagnostic  Center  and  South  Central  Correctional  Center.  In  addition,  large 
roll-off  containers  were  purchased  for  Algoa  Correctional  Center  for  the  collection  of  recyclable  materials.  Other 
costs  associated  with  the  program  include  recycling  bins,  printing,  promotional  items,  conferences  and  training. 

Excess  revenues  are  transferred  to  the  Department  of  Social  Services,  Division  of  Family  Services'  Energy  Assistance 
Program  pursuant  to  RSMo  34.032.  The  Energy  Assistance  Program  (EAP)  provides  financial  assistance  to  low- 
income  Missourians  for  heating  their  homes  during  winter  months.  The  State  Recycling  Program  has  transferred  a 
total  of  $95,000  to  the  Energy  Assistance  Program  since  its  inception.

Department  of  Revenue  Turns  a  Liability  into 
an  Asset 

In  FY04,  the  MO  Dept.  of  Revenue  (DOR)  with  the  assis- 
tance of  the  MO  State  Recycling  Program  (MSRP)  and  Dept. 
of  Natural  Resources'  Solid  Waste  Management  Program 
(DNR  SWMP)  avoided  an  estimated  cost  of  $130,000  by  not 
having  to  purchase  an  industrial  shredder  to  destroy  confiden- 
tial documents. 

For  the  past  1 5  years  DOR  had  been  sending  confidential 
records  to  Tamko  Asphalt  Products  in  Joplin  to  be  recycled 
into  roofing  materials.  The  estimated  annual  costs  for  this 
arrangement  were  $8,400. 

In  calendar  year  2003,  DOR  was  unable  to  locate  a  company 
willing  to  accept  25,000  boxes  of  confidential  records  requir- 
ing destruction.  This  is  equivalent  to  1 60  pallets  of  paper  or 
eight  truckloads.  Eventually  DOR  contacted  DNR  SWMP 
and  the  MSRP.  Together  these  agencies  were  able  to  locate  a 
company  willing  to  accept  these  records  -  thereby  avoiding 
the  expense  of  shredding  equipment.  In  addition,  DOR  is 
now  receiving  an  average  of  $700  per  truckload  for  confiden- 
tial records.  DOR  has  reduced  their  annual  cost  by  $8,400 
and  in  FY04  generated  over  $  1 0,000  in  revenue  for  the  State 
Recycling  Fund.  The  other  benefit  is  these  records  will  be 
manufactured  into  toilet  paper  and  paper  towels. 

The  primary  goal  of  DNR' s  SWMP  is  reducing  the  amount  of 
solid  wastes  generated  in  Missouri.  While  DNR  deals  with  all 
aspects  of  solid  waste  issues  in  Missouri,  the  MSRP  focuses 
on  assisting  state  agencies  to  reduce  waste,  recycle,  and  pur- 
chase products  made  from  recycled  materials. 


Department  of  Social  Services  Saves  Big  with  Re-Use  Strategy 

The  Department  of  Social  Services  (DSS)  continues  to  reap  significant  savings  from  a  decision  made  several  years  ago. 
About  10  years  ago  DSS  decided  to  standardize  the  type  of  laser  printers  used  in  their  offices  located  throughout  Mis- 
souri. 

DSS  staff  put  together  a  bid  that  contained  the  normal  specifications  such  as  20-45  pages  per  minute,  duplexing  capa- 
bility, etc.  -  however,  they  also  included  requirements  that  toner  cartridges  must  be  able  to  be  refilled.  DSS  adopted  a 
long  term  approach  to  managing  the  cost  of  their  large  network  of  printers  and  recognized  the  ongoing  cost  of  supplies 
(consumables)  would  be  considerable.  They  examined  the  "total  cost  of  ownership"  or  how  much  each  printer  would 
cost  over  its  lifetime  and  determined  toner  cartridges  represented  a  significant  expense. 

In  FY04  MVE  refilled  1384  cartridges  netting  DSS  a  savings*  of  $238,134.  Much  of  the  success  of  this  project  stems 
from  DSS's  centralized  management  of  toner  cartridge  collection  and  distribution.  All  empty  toner  cartridges  are 
shipped  to  the  DSS  warehouse  in  Jefferson  City,  refilled  by  MVE,  and  full  cartridges  are  then  shipped  back  to  the  DSS 
office.  Turnaround  time  is  a  couple  of  days  for  each  of  the  approximately  180  offices  distributed  throughout  all  114 
counties  in  Missouri. 

*  Savings  is  estimated  by  comparing  MVE  toner  cartridge  pricing  to  non-recycled  cartridge  pricing  from  the 

office  supplies  contract. 


Department  of  Corrections  Charters  a 
Recycling  Team 

In  FY04  the  Department  of  Corrections  (DOC) 
formed  a  Recycling  Team  to  determine  the  best  way 
to  assist  state  facilities  in  reducing  costs  associated 
with  refuse  disposal  as  well  as  reduce  state  govern- 
ment's burden  on  our  environment.  The  Recycling 
Team  produced  a  document  entitled,  "How  to  Get 
Started  in  Recycling"  which  addresses  many  of  the 
issues  that  result  when  initiating  a  recycling  program. 

The  team  formed  after  several  DOC  facilities  imple- 
mented recycling  programs  and  realized  significant 
savings  for  the  expense  of  hauling  waste  to  landfills. 
In  addition  many  institutions  generate  revenues  from 
collection  of  recyclable  materials.  These  revenues 
are  then  used  to  support  each  institution's  recycling 
program.  DOC  continues  to  expand  recycling  pro- 
grams at  their  facilities  and  wanted  to  offer  their  ex- 
perience to  other  state  agencies  that  might  benefit 
from  similar  programs. 

The  DOC  Recycling  Team  was  not  only  comprised  of 
members  from  the  Department  of  Corrections,  but 
also  Elementary  &  Secondary  Education,  Social  Ser- 
vices, Natural  Resources,  and  Mental  Health. 
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Missouri  Vocational  Enterprises  Toner  Cartridge  Refill  Service 


In  FY04  the  Recycling  Program  worked  with  Missouri  Vocational  Enterprises  (MVE)  to  increase  state 
government's  usage  of  the  MVE  toner  cartridge  refill  service.  This  service  has  been  in  operation  for  about  ten 
years  and  has  saved  state  government  millions  of  dollars  during  this  time. 

In  FY04  nine  state  agencies  saved*  over  $500,000  dollars  on  toner  cartridge  procurement  by  utilizing  MVE's 
toner  refill  service.  This  service  provides  state  agencies  with  an  opportunity  to  realize  significant  savings  and 
reduce  waste  by  reusing  toner  cartridges. 

*  Savings  is  estimated  by  comparing  MVE  toner  cartridge  pricing  to  non-recycled  toner  cartridge  pricing 

from  the  office  supplies  contract.

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FY04  Overview:  Recycled  Content  Procurement 


The  State  Recycling  Program  works  with  agencies  to  increase  procurement  of  products  containing  recycled  content. 
This  is  commonly  referred  to  as  "closing  the  loop".  Recycling  can  only  be  successful  if  products  produced  from 
recyclable  materials  are  then  purchased. 

The  State  Recycling  Program  fields  numerous  inquiries  regarding  availability  of  recycled  content  products  and  has 
idopted  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency's  "Comprehensive  Procurement  Guidelines  (CPG)"  for  recycled 
content  products. 

Evaluation  Criteria  for  Products  Listed  Under  CPG: 

•  Availability  of  product 

•  Impact  of  procurement  on  the  solid  waste  stream 

•  Economic  and  technological  feasibility  of  producing  the  product 

•  Other  uses  of  the  recovered  materials  used  to  produce  the  product 

•  Input  from  end  users,  manufacturers,  distributors,  and  other  interested  parties 

The  CPG  designates  items  in  the  following  eight  product  categories: 

1)  Paper  and  Paper  Products 

2)  Vehicular  Products 

3)  Construction  Products 

4)  Transportation  Products 

5)  Park  and  Recreation  Products 

6)  Landscaping  Products 

7)  Nonpaper  Office  Products 

8)  Miscellaneous  Products

The  State  of  Missouri  "Closes  the  Loop''  with  Paper  Procurement 


Paper  is  the  most  common  recycled  product  purchased  by  state  agencies.  In  1990,  RSMo  34.032 
established  attainment  goals  for  state  agencies  to  purchase  certain  percentages  of  products  made  from 
post-consumer  recovered  materials.  One  goal  was  that  60%  of  paper  products  purchased  by  the  State 
of  Missouri  contain  post-consumer  materials  by  the  year  2000.  Although  this  goal  was  not  met  in  the 
year  2000,  it  has  been  met  in  all  subsequent  fiscal  years. 

The  table  on  the  next  page  examines  the  State  of  Missouri's  purchases  of  recycled  paper  as  compared 
to  paper  manufactured  from  virgin  materials.

•  9.66  billion  Btu — enough  energy  to  power  966  homes  for  a  year!

St.  Louis  Recycling  Services  Contract 

Background:  St.  Louis  represents  an  area  with  a 
large  concentration  of  state  facilities  and  no  coordi- 
nated recycling  services.  Numerous  offices  and 
facilities  currently  recycle  in  the  St.  Louis  area.  While 
some  offices  pay  for  recycling  services  others  have 
arranged  for  free  collection  of  recyclable  materials. 

Goals 

•  Establish  a  recycling  services  contract  for  the  St. 
Louis  area. 

•  Generate  savings  for  waste  disposal  services 

•  Generate  income  from  the  waste  stream  of  state 
agencies  in  the  St.  Louis  area.

Collection  of  Cardboard  in  the 
Jefferson  City  Area 

Background:  Numerous  agencies  in  the 
Jefferson  City  area  recycle  cardboard.  Some 
offices  transport  cardboard  directly  to  the 
recycler  and  other  offices  have  access  to  a 
state-owned  baler.  The  recycling  services 
contract  in  Jefferson  City  provides  for  collec- 
tion of  baled  &  loose  cardboard  and  for  several 
years  the  state  has  been  paid  for  baled 
cardboard. 

The  state  is  not  paid  for  loose  cardboard  in  the 
Jefferson  City  area  due  to  the  labor-intensive 
nature  of  this  material  and  lack  of  coordinated, 
concentrated  collection  programs  for  agencies 
in  the  Capital  City.  In  FY04,  the  Recycling 
Program  began  working  with  the  local  recy- 
cling services  vendor  and  Kingdom  Projects 
(a  sheltered  workshop  based  in  Fulton)  to 
increase  collection  of  loose  cardboard  from 
agencies  in  Jefferson  City. 

Goals 

•  Increase  collection  of  cardboard  in  the 
Jefferson  City  area  (measured  in  pounds) 

•  Increase  the  number  of  state  facilities  in 
the  Jefferson  City  area  (owned  &  leased) 
with  containers  for  cardboard  collection. 

Rechargeable  Battery  Recycling

Goals 

•  Increase  number  of  state  agencies  registered  to 

recycle  rechargeable  batteries. 

•  Increase  collection  of  rechargeable  batteries, 
(measured  in  pounds) 

MVE  Toner  Cartridge  Refill  Service 
Background:  See  p.  15  of  this  report. 
Goals 

The  Recycling  Program  will  work  with  public  agencies  and  MVE  in  FY05  to  achieve  the  following: 

•  Increase  use  of  the  MVE  toner  cartridge  refill  service. 

•  Realize  tangible,  measurable  savings. 

•  Decrease  toner  cartridges  that  are  thrown  away.
